A BIG BEAR-FIGHT : 


A Ventura Hunter Kills Three 
Grizzlies ard Saves His Boy. 


The Matilija Canyon the Scene of the 
Fight — Ramen Ortega the 
Hero of it.

Robert Lyon, of Cliff Glen, Ventura 
county, commuuicates the following to 
the Ventura Signal: = 


The timber-clad hills at the head of 
the Muatitija seem to be teeming with 
droves of grizzly bears. Last week 
Niue were een in one day near the 
ranch of Rafael Ruiz, some of them 
mousters in size; and on last Thurs- 
day, August 24th, Senor Ramon Ortegu 
shot three yr zzlies. Orte ‘ga and his 

twelve-yeai-uold boy were riding in 
the hills above the Maulija looking 
for cattle, when one large grizzly, and 
two that were conside ably smuller, 
came out of the brush and hulted 
not more than fifty yards from 
. m. Ortega jumped from his horse 

to get a good shot, when his horse got 
f. igitened at the sight of many 
bears, and started and ran away about 
100 yards, when hestepped on his bri- 
dle aud stopped. Ortega took a 
aim at the big bear, and dropped it 
dead at the first shot. He then drew 
on one of the smaller bears, and it, tou, 
tumbled in its tracts, never raising 
again. The other bear then took to 
the brush followed by a savage dog. 
After assuring him elf that the two 
bears were dead, Mr. Ortega sent 
his boy on foot to bring back 
his horee. The boy star ted, but 
before he got to the horse, 
his dog, closely pursued by a sayage 
and angry bear, overtook him. As soon 
as the bear saw the boy he rushed at 
him, payiug no more attention to the 
doy, and the Loy wus two frightened to 
do anythi. g but stand still and call to 
his father to save him. Ortega seized 
his rifle and fired just as the bear had 
raised on his haunches to strike the 
boy; the bullet knocked the bear down, 
but h raised and again rushed at the 
boy, the blood streaming from a bullet- 
hole in his side, aud thistime he rushed 
at the fear-paralyzed boy with blood- 
shot eyes and foaming open mouth. 
With a last cry-of “he's got me father.’ 
the frightened boy sunk to the ground, 
and the des; erate father sent a second 
bullet from his faithful rcpeating rifl 
ciashing into the bear’s body, and with 
an almost human ciy of ugony the 
savage brute fell backwards and r ed 
dewn the hill. Ortega rushed to the 
boy aud found Lim uninjured. And 
then the preat hunter, who has killed 
moe grizzly beurs that any man in 
Southern California, thanked God for 
the miraculous preservation of his boy's 
life, and for some time he was too 
weak from the shock at his boy’s great 
peiil to even lift his rifle. He did not 
hunt for the wounded bear, for the 
brush was very dense at the bottom of 
the ravine, and he thought he had ad- 
venture suttlicient for one day. 

The largest of the two dead bears 
would weigh over 1500 pounds; it was 
all two strong horses could do to dr- 
it to a tree near by. The oth r, which 
Was quite poor, would weigh about 
700 pounds. Oftega took off thei: 

_ pelts, aud the largest one measured 
eight fect in length and seven 
and a-half feet in breadth. He 
has the skins at his cabin, and 
they are both beautiful furs. 
Senor Ortega certainly de-erves 
e credit for hi, nerve aud courage 

that terribly trying time.
